LIGHTNING CHANGE POLITICIANS 



The Series of Liberal Dissolving Views 
Goes on From Day to Day. 

(I'rom tbe Ottawa Citizen.) 
rVt Guelph Mr. Foster spoke of the 
chaiuereon-like changes in the Liberal 
trade policy to which the public has 

been treated for years. The series of 
ildiasolving views ia not by any means 
complete but it goes on from day to day.

The urea of the state of North Dakota, 
lying immediately south of Manitoba, is 
70,195 aquare miles. Tlie census popu- 
lation of North Dakota in 1800 was 182,- 
719. In 1891, according to the estimate I 
of the Governor, given in tbe World Al- * 
manac, it was 200,000. In three years 
there was claimed for North Dakota an 
increaae of barely eighteen thousand. 
Between the census year of 
1891 and 1894 (also three years), 
the voters' lists indicated a growth 
in Manitoba's population of nearly 25,- 
000, and Mr. Greenway for five years 
clainied a growth of tifty-aix thousand, 
Montana, with an area of 145,1^10 squari 
miles, twice that of Manitoba, bad ; 
population in LSitO of lo2,2r)9. Its gov 
ernor estimated ita jiopulation in 18l)-iat 
100,000. It also has evidently grown 
mueli more slowly than Manitoba. 
These two states ailjoiii the territory of 
Canada; they have many features 
common with Canada. North Dakota 
especially ia better situated than Mani 
toba, in that it has a larger huine 
population to draw from, while 
Montana haq a greater area to 
draw to. The estimates of their own 
authorities indicate thatneitherof them 
is progressing as rapidly as the Cana- 
dian province, which started later in the 
race, had a smaller home population to 
feed it, ajid had to overcome the atti-ae- 
tion that the larger and earlier adver- 
tised West of the United .States exerted, 
not only on the jieople of the Keijublic 
but on those of Canada. There is i;very 
reason t(j t;xpect, therefore, that the 
census of 1890 will tell a- tale that Mani- 
toba and Canada will be highly satisfied 
with. One thing ia sure, there ia not, 
either in the Dakutas or Montana, with 
all their earlier advantages, a city to 
compare with Winnipeg in population 
or business enterprise.

And at Winnijiog : "Sir, our policy 
free(k}ni of trade such as exists in Eiig-| 
land, snrli as is practised in Great Bri- 
tain. I propose that we should follow 
England's example and open our ports| 
to the producta of the world."
